Total Amount More Than Four 
Times Greater Than Year 
Before the War 


OTTAWA, April 29.—The total ex- 
penditures of the Dominion during 
the current fiscal year will approxi- 
mate $800,000,000, compared with 
$186,000 000 during the year before 
the war. The total revenue during 
the past fiscal year was $305,000,000 
compared with $163 000,000 for the 
year before the war. 

Of the total estimated expenditures 
$450,000,000 are for consolidated and 
capital disbursements and $350,000,- 
000 for war appropriations.

With 
them were soldiers who had been woun .«d 
in the war.

Proposals Made by Chinese Dele- 


gates Are Not Acceptable 
to Them 


PARIS, April 28.—(A.P.)—The see- 
sion of the council of three ended late 
this afternoon without any decision 
on either the Japanese or Belgian 
questions, 

‘A ‘compromise was proposed td 
Japan by the council with respect to 
the Kiao- Chau problem, but no con- 
clusion wae reached, and it is under- 
stood that further consideration will 
be given to°the matter at an early 
date, A member of the Japanese 
delegation said he did not know 
whether any conference would be held 
tomorrow. ‘ 

Kiao-Chau is now rivalling Fiume 
as a peace stumbling block, and is 
attracting much attention. The 
Chinese proposition to let Japan keep 
Kiao-Chau and former German con- 
cessions for one year under pledge 
to turn them back upan Chinage re- 
imbursement for Japan for the cost 
of capturing Téing-Toa, has been un- 
favorably received by the Japanese. 

The Japanese are willing to agree 
to the return of Kiao-Chau, but upon 
the condition that they retain the 
port of Tsing-Tao and the right to 
co-operate with the Chinese in the 
operation of the German-Owned mines 
and railways in the Shantung pro- 
vince, 

The Chinege maintain that Japanese 
proposalg threaten China's sover- 
eignty, and if adopted would puff 
into effect the terms of the secret 
agreement forced upon her by Japan. 

While the gituation is difficult, the 
premiers are endeavoring to arrange 
a compromise, whereby the German 
posgessiony in China would be fonmal- 
ly turned over to Japan, with pro- 
visions insuring their return to China 
by the league of nations under pust 
conditions, 

The financial experts of the United 
SLates and France were called in 
while the Belgian delegates were be-

of early payment to them of their 
share of the reparations.

Postmaster-General Burleson, to 
whom President Wilson, in his procla- 
mation last November 2nd, delegated 
the control of the marine cable lines, 
today issued an order providing for 
the return of the properties in accord- 
ance with his statement of yesterday. 
announcing that he had made such a 
recommendation to the president. 

The postmaster-general, in making 
public the formal order, issued a state- 
ment reiterating hW announcement 
yesterday, that the telephone and tele- 
graph cables taken over last July 
would be returned as soon as legisla- 
tion could be obtained from congress 
safeguarding the intereste of the own- 
ers of the lines.

LABOR TROUBLE 
THREATENING 
IN WINNIPEG 


A Big Tieup Is Threatened for 
May {st with 5,000 Men 
Out 


WINNIPEG, April 29.—Winnipes 
ie facing grave industrial unrest, and 
May day may witness a complete tie- 
up of street railway service, police 
and fire departments, and 13 building 
trades—affecting about 6,000 men al- 
together. The increasing cost of liv- 
ing, it 1s stated, has caused organized 
labor in almost every trade and in- 
dustry to demand increased pay; and 
there is a tendency to insist on short- 
er houre and the “closed shop.” 
Strenuous efforts are being made to 
effect settlements, The street rail- 
way fears enforced liquidation if its 
hand is forced, according to = an- 
nouncement of officials, and they sug- 
gest that a concillation board be ap- 
pointed, The men, however, want 
immediate action and fixed Wednes- 
day asethe final day. 

Policemen insist on $140 a month 
minimum, and negotiations have 
reached a deadlock. 

The firemen say they will be guild- 
ed by the action of the police; will 
follow suit if the police strike, and 
will demand the $140 minimum if the 
police get it. 

Telephone electricians and operat- 
ors demand a “closed shop" and in- 
creased pay; metal trades are nego- 
tiating without making much prog- 
ress; and the building trades situa- 
tion is threatening.

CALDER EXPLAINS BILL 


Says More Attention Will Be 
Paid to Class of People Com- 


ing to Canada 
OTTAWA, April 29.—Hon. J. A, 
Calder’s tmmigration bill and Major 


General 8. C. Mewburn’s militia est!- 
mates occupied the attention of parita- 
ment today. While emphasizing the 
necesaity of incrensed populatidn and 
greater production, im order that the 
waste spaces of the country may be 
filled, Mr, Calder waid that there must 
be more attention paid in the future 
to the class of people allowed to 
come into Canada while more muet 
be done to make the new arrivals 
good Canadianw than has been done 
in the past, 

8 W. Jacobs, Montreal, favored 
the extension of lenient treatment to 
peophes of enemy countries on the 
score that enemies of the past might 
s00n become friemds. 

Major General Mewburn etated that 
the future position of the militia of 
Canada will not be settled until after 
demobilization is completed, when a 
committee will vivit the several mill- 
tary districts and ascertain the opin- 
lons of the people 

The minister of militia spoke in 
terms of praise of the services rend- 
ered by officers of the permanent staff 
who had not been permitted to go 
overseas, He wmaiid these officers had 
offered to resign their posts in favor 
of men who had been overseas. 

The militia and defence estimates, 
totalling over $4,000,000 were al) pase- 
ed, and the house adjourned at 10.40. 

Many Divergent Views 

Mr. Calder said that he had receiy 
ed many suggestions in regard to the 
immigration problem, These sug- 
gestions were very varied in their na- 
ture. 

Some people took the ground that 
Canada was for Canadians, and would 
admit no immigrants unless they were 
British citizens, Others advocated an 
open door with certain restrictions; 
while still others would exclude cer- 
tain personalities completely. He had 
no doubt the views of members of the * 
House on the matter were widely di- 
vergent. 

The time had come, Mr: Calder went 
on, when G@anada should consider 
whether the policy of the anen doos. 
was to continue, At all conta, «the 
ppad'p of Canada should be pro- 


Mr, @alder asked what in the past 
done for the emigrants 
she had invited, “There is only one 
answer," Mr. Calder continued, ‘‘We 
have done practically nothing. Our 
policy in that respeci has been simply 
tragic. We have done nothing to fam- 
illarize them with our laws. We have 
had no policy to anadianize them.” 


Prohibited Classes Extended 


Under the bill, the prohibited cases 
—classes prohibited for medical rea- 
sons or for reasons of criminality— 
were extended. Steps must be taken, 
Mr. Calder said, against increasing 
unemployment in Canada, 

Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux remarked 
that he had been informed there was 
a strong tendency on the part of many 
Belgians to come to Canada, 

Mr. Calder agreed that they would 
make good citizens, but the time was 
not yet for bringing people from con- 
tinental Europe to Canada. He waa 
inclined to belleve that within the next 
year thousands of British soldiers 
would be glad to come to Canada. 


T. M. M. Tweedie Protests 


Mr. Calder referred to the immigra- 
tion of Hutterites and Mennonites into 
the western provinces. He said that 
the policy of the government was that 
it should be free to shut out any class 
of people who would not readily be 
assimilated into the population. If 
there were people whose mode of life 
made it impossible for them to be- 
come satisfactory citizens, the gov- 
ernment proposed to exclude them 
from the country. 

T. M. M. Tweedie, Calgary West, 
asked the minister what the govern- 
ment intended to do with regard to 
Hutterites and Mennonites at present 
in the country. 

Mr. Calder replied that those at 
present in Canada had come in under 
the existing law and he did not think 
that they should be deported. Such 
action could only be taken under the 
War Measure act. There was no 
power in the law at present to exclude 
these people, but fhen the new bill! 
passed the government would be able 
to do this. 

Mr. Tweedie protested htat this bill 
would not become law until after it 
was passed, These people were “om- 
ing into the country all the time. The 
government should take action under 
jar War Measures act to keep them 
out. 

Mr. Calder replied that this matter 
was under consideration, For the pre- 
sent, he said, the government thought 
it should put up the bare to a very 
conaiderable extent to exclude unde- 
sirable {mmigration. 

The bill was given second reading 
and the House went into committee 
to consider it clause by clause.

H. H. Ballantyne, Territorial Sec- 
retary of Y.M.C.A., Addresses 
Men Interested in Work 


HW. FH. Ballantyne, 


territorial @eo- 
retary of the Y.M.C.A. was In the 
city on Tuesday, and addressed a 


meeting of men interested in associ- 
tion work at the Macdonald hotel 
during the evening, particularly with 
mespect to the approaching campaign 
to raige $1.100,000 for purposes of 
the National Council, and mainly for 
work among @oldiers. 

The meeting was enthusiastic tn tts 
@upport of the association, especially 
after having heard the explanation of 
the purposes of the campaign as given 
by Mr. Ballantyne. He furnished 
oopies of the audited financial etate- 
ment of the operations of the Y M.C.A 
for the year ending December 31et, 
which showed that a total of $10,067 - 
148 had been raised, over $6,000,000 of 
which was represented by canteen re- 
ocfipts, on which there was a gross 
profit of almost $1,000,000. There 
was, however, properly chargable a- 
gainst this gross profit certain items 
represented by hut epulpment, trans- 
portation charges, renta, etc. which 
considerable reduced the profit. Any 
surplus, however, had .all been spent 
among s#oldiérs, plus a large sum from 
wubscriptions given during the last 
mational campaign, 

Total Budget $1,750,000. 

Speaking of the coming campaign 
Mr, Ballantyne stated that the total 
budget for the year was about $1,- 
760,000, though only $1,100,000 was 
being usked for. The balance would

Japan demands recognition of 
the principle of racial equality by 
the League of Nations. The conces- 
sion of this principle as applied by 
Japan involves the abdication of 
the fundamental rights of self gov- 
ernment by the countries especi- 
ally concerned. Surely the first 
right of every country is to say 
who it will admit to citizenship 
and under what conditions. Surely 
every country has the right to re- 
fuse admission to residence within 
its borders of any person whose 
presence for any reason is consid- 
ered undesirable. The Japanese 
take the view that the imposition 
of special restrictions upon their 
residence or citizenship in other 
countries is a declaration of their 
racial inferiority. 

The question of superiority or 
inferiority is not an issue. The de- 
sirability of their exclusion may as 
well be because of superiority, as 
of inferiority. Assuming any cer- 
tain country to be over-crowded, 
or a condition of financial depres- 
sion to have occurred that renders 
increased population undesirable, 
is it not the duty of the govern- 
ment of that country to exclude 
those who by their presence would 
add to the overcrowding or the 
conditions of unemployment. 

The duty of any government is 
to the people of the country it gov- 
erns. If at any time the admission 
of any certain class of people 
would produce conditions of over- 
crowding in employment or lay the 
basis of social and economic condi- 
tions unsuited to the tastes and 
habits of the majority of the al- 
ready resident population, it is the 
duty, and should be the right, of 
the government to exclude such 
people*not on any grounds of 
their inferiority but for the pro- 
tection of its own citizens in the 
social order that is best suited to 
their traditions, inclinations and 
temperament. Charity begins—or 
should begin—at home, 

Take the case of the admission 
of Asiatics to Canada. Canada has 
a population of eight millions. 
Her Pacific province is of vast 
area, favorable climatic condi- 
tions and abundant resources, with 
a population of half a million or 
less. Just across the Pacific lies 
Japan with, say, fifty millions of 
energetic, industrious, capable 
people, Close to Japan is China 
with 400 millions of possibly 
equally industrious, energetic and 
capable people. Not much further 
away is India with 300 millions 
possibly less enterprising or ener- 
getic but equally industrious and 
in some ways more capable people. 
The conditions of British Colum- 
bia are quite as suitable to the peo- 
ple of Japan, China and a large 
part of India as are the conditions 
of their home countries, Which 
means that they are as suitable to 
them as to us. The merest trickle 
of population from any one of 
these three countries—to say 
nothing of all three—to British 
Columbia would change the civil- 
ization of that province from Euro- 
pean to Asiatic—would upset so- 
cial, economic and governmental 
conditions throughout the Domin- 
ion. Because British Columbia 
could support far more people un- 
der Asiatic conditions of life than 
now inhabit the whole of Canada. 

_ Conquest by peaceful penetra- 
tion is quite as effective as con- 
quest by force of arms. The re- 
striction of Asiatic immigration is 
a matter of life and death to Can- 
ada and Australia. The right of 
Canada, as of Australia, to restrict 
immigration at will is essential to 
the maintenance of European con- 
ditions of civilization within its 
boundaries, In the maintenance of 
those conditions every part of the 
world enjoying that form of civil- 
ization has a direct interest.

lation. Returned men who were 
in the camp at the time of the 
fiots, agree that until the rioters 
jound liquor and became intoxi- 
lated the riots were merely a pro- 
lest demonstration against undue 
elay in demobilization. But after 
itoxicating liquor had been found 
e demonstration became a riot, 
nd the fatalities occurred. 
There are many difficult and 
nsatisfactory features connected 
vith the enforcement of the pro- 
libitory law. But the fact re- 
iains that the abuse of intoxicants 
s an evil that cannot be allowed to 
in free. It must be controlled or 
Hestricted in greater or less de- 
sree, by one means or another.

The death of J. A. Gillis, of the 
from western life. From his 
place in Cape Breton the late Mr.

With his family and hfe brother 
Whitewood in Saskatchewan, where @ 
large tract of land was secured and 
the raising of horses and cattle entered 
into on an extensive scale. 

Mr, Gillis was a brother of A. B. 
Gillis, former speaker of the N.W.T.

firm of Gillis Brothers, contractors 
who built sections of the Q.R. and L.L.

During the summer of 1891 the 
firm built the last portion of the C. and 
EB. entering Strathcona. Retaining a 
strong liking for Sdmonton Mr. Gillis 
a few years ago when retiring from 
active work removed to this city and 
built a fine home on the South Side 
where he and his family have since re- 
sided, 

His daughter Miss Ella Gillis is on 
the city teaching staff, and a son, Sin- 
clatr is attending Alberta College. An- 
other son, the late Stewart Gillis also 
lived here at one time. Mrs. Archie 
McKenzie of the South Side is a sister. 

The late pioneer took an active part 
in educational and civic affairs, having 
served in various public capacities jin 
Saskatchewan, besides being promin- 
ent in live stock associations.

Resources and Opportunities of 
the North Pacific 
Metropolis 


—— 


Montreal Gazette, April 19.—"Steamship 
service between Prince Rupert and the 
Orient should be established as soon as 
possible,” said Lieut.-Col. C.w. Peck, V.C., 
D.8.0., and member of the Federal Parila- 
ment, upon leaving Montreal last night to 
pay a brief visit to New York, 

The constituency. of Bkeeua, which Coil. 
Peck represents at Ottawa is one of the 
largest in the Dominion, being more than | 
one thousand miles in length and more than 
three hundred miles wide. 

“It would be ditticult to rival the natural 
resources and advantages of this great 
territory,” said Col. Peck, when questioned 
regarding it. “If development is properly 
directed, it will prove to be one o the 
Dominion’s greatest producin areas—a 
veritable store-house of wealth. It has 
wonderful lumbering, mineral and other 
riches, while its rivers and coast waters 
give up an unparalleled harvest of food 
fishes, 

“The natural resources of the region 
are hardly known, and its mineral riches 
have certainly not yet been even properly | 
prospected. The properties that have been 
deve oped, such as that of the Granby cop- 
per mines, on the Portland Canal, demon- 
strate the almost limitless possibilities of 
the territory. 

“Prince Rupert was chosen only after 
& most careful investigation as the Pacific 
terminal of the Grand Trunk Pacific rail- 
way. The fact is sometimes overlooked 
1 think, that it was only in 1914 that actual 
construction work on this railway was 
completed, and the linking up of ateel 
accomplished, The war period has inter- 
vened, bringlag about a cessation of immi- 
gration and of almost all constructive 
efforts. The future of the Grand Trunk 
as a successful railroad appears to me to 
be certain, in spite of the difficulties which 
have arisen, largely through conditions 
no one could have forseen, The advan- 
tages of Prince Aupert, and indeed, of ail 
the territory should now be turned to 
good account,

“Speaking generally, we are bound 
fo say the pact of the league of na- 
ions causes a certain amount of dis- 
appointment. Its 26 articles consti- 
ute really the statutes of the league 
of governments to safeguard their ter- 
ritorial sovereignty, and are not a 
new charter of the law of nations, 
which had been hoped for.” 

The newspaper thinks that the 
-esignation shown by Belgium, Japan 
and France must be due to promises 
xr special guarantees which will be 
known, perhaps, ‘‘when diplomacy is 


Writing in the Echo de Paris, “Per- 
tinax,”’ spokesman of the Nationalists, 
declares outright:— 

“The league of nations is dead be- 
fore birth.’’ He also refers to rumors 
of treaties being made between the 
allied powers, remarking:— 

“To reassure us, Premier Clemen- 
ceau and Foreign Minister Pichon 
allege they hold favorable alliances in 
their portfolios. These parchments 
must be beautiful, complete and elo- 
quent to justify such docility on the 
part of the French ministers.” 
Challenge Wilson to Consult 

Rome, April 28—President Wilson 
is challenged by the Giornale d'Italia 
to “appeal to his own parliament, as 
Premier Orlando has done, and to 
show the world that his policy has 
not unanimous support, like that 
given the Italian premier, but that of 
simply a majority of congress.”

The Bulletin Has All the Local News 
Board of Trade Heard Address 


On Forms of Civic Government 


’ 


That aldermen of the city should not 

e paid for their se¥vices was the opin- 
fon expressed by C. F. Newell, K.C., 
who gave an interesting address on 
forms of civic government, before a 
large meeting of members of the Ed- 
monton Board of Trade held in the 
Macdonald hotel this afternoon. Mr. 
Newell favored the inauguration of the 
ward system in Edmonton, and made 
mention of the fact that the system, 
by reason of the amalgamation agree- 
ment with Strathcona, wae partially 
in Operation at the present time. 

Much business was transacted at to- 
day's meeting, and in addition to Mr. 


Newell, Brig-General Griesbach deliv- 


ered a short address in which he gave 
reminiscenses of local government in 
1905. Mayor Clarke also spoke, favor- 
ing the payment of city aldermen to 
the extent of $1,000 a year for their 


services, 
Legislators Only. 


“Aldermen should be 
legislative purposes only,” remarked 
Mr. Newell in the course of his ad- 
address. “They should not be called 
upon to meet more than one night per 
week ,the work that most aldermen in- 
terest themselves in at the. present 
time being done by paid commission- 
ers. The mayor should be at the head 
of affairs absolutely and the only work 
aldermen should do should be to con- 
trol the legislative end of civic govern- 
ment and see that whatever they de- 
cided upon was carried out by the 
commissioners, These commissioners 
should be well paid, at least they 
should receive the equivalent to that 
which is paid to a manager of any 
large business concern,” 


Report of Council. 

The meeting approved of the re- 
port of council. This included much 
important business transacted in the 
course of three meetings and some of 
the matters dealt with were as fol- 
lows:— 

“Industrial Congress — Following 
the last meeting of the board, your 
council held a conference with repre- 
sentatives of the Alberta Industrial 
Development association for the pur- 
pose of considering means of co-op- 
eration which will ensure Edmonton 
deriving the maximum benefit from 
the coming congress. While the main 
sessions of the congress will be held 
in Calgary, the very large party of 
visiting manufacturers and others 
will spend six days in the province, 
being in Medicine Hat on August 11, 
Lethbridge, August 12, Calgary on 
August 18 and 14, and Edmonton, on 
August 16 and 16. 

“It is estimated that $7,000 will be 
required to carry out the work of the 
congress. It was agreed by your 
council that, subject to the approval

being $2,000. At a later meeting of 
council, the committee un commercial 
and industrial development and the 
civic interests committee were in- 
structed to act as a ‘oint committee 
to take steps towards securing the 
necessary funds, 

“This board was inyited by the an- 
dustrial Development association co 
name two representatives who, wich 
similar representatives from the ciuer 
cities, will constitute the 
committee for the coayg ree 

“Industrial Devel» »ment—Counrcit 
received a progress revort from the 
committee on commercial ard indus- 
trial development. The committe, ta 
making a survey of oppurtuni*ies for 
local industrial developmen: «nd is 
collecting information regarding a 
number of industri-s for which there 
might be an opening here. While in- 
vestigations already made indicated 
that some of these proposa's 4id not 
afford much prospects of sucseas, ir 
other cases the prospets were mors 
encouraging, and thcss aere being 
followed up and fu'‘er information ts 
being compiled. Tho committee hope 
to be able presently to submit a report 
of considerable interest and value, 

“The committee are also consider- 
ing the possibility of promoting de- 
velopment of such Industries as are 
already established; but are not yet 
prepared to make a recommendation 
in this direction. 

“Railway Development—tThe trans- 
portation committee repcited regard- 
ing efforts made <o cecure railway fa- 
cilities in the territory Letween the C. 

N. R. main line and the Saskatchewan 
river, which would bring that trade 
into Edmonton. A conference had 
recently been held between the pre- 
sident and other officials of the Can- 
adian Nationa! railway system and re- 
presentatives of this board. Positive 
assurances had been given that con- 
struction of a line easterly from 
Bruderheim will be commenced this 
@eason, Assurances of completion of 
the St. Paul and Whitecourt lines had 
been confirmed, 

“Approaches to Freight Sheds— 
Complaints had reached the board 
regarding bad condition of roadways 
leading to the various freight sheds, 
Transportation committee was in- 
| structed to secure improvement. Com- 
mittee reported that the city commis- 
sioners had been interviewed and im- 
mediate action promised. Commis- 
sioners and streets superintendent had 
gone over the ground the next day 
and work of improvement promptly 
started, 

“Uniformity of Time—The trans- 
portation committee reported as to 
serious inconvenience caused, particu- 
larly in lines of business dependent 
on shipping facilities, by reason of 
the transportation companies working 
on time different to that commonly in 
use in the city and recommending 
that steps be taken to secure uniform- 
ity of time, at least within the city. 
Your counci] directed that it be re- 
spectfully suggested to the mayor and 
council that the citizens of Edmonton 
be requested to advance their clocks 
one hour so as to bring the time gen- 
erally in use into conformity with that 
in use by the transportation com- 
panies, 

“Workmen's Compensation Act— 
In consequence of widespread dissat- 
isfaction with assessments made by 
the Workmen's Compensation board 
in the case of many wholesale houses 
and manufacturing plants, it has been 
arranged that a member of that 
board will attend a meeting of whole- 
salers and manufacturers for the pur- 
pose of explaining the provisions of 
the act and to clear up some misun- 
derstanding as to its working. 

“Agricultural Development——A con- 
ference had been held between Mr, J. 
Bruce Walker, director of the public- 
ity and informatica branch of the de- 
partment of immigration and coloniz- 
jation, In conformity with recom- 
| mendations strongly urged by this 
board of trade for sonte years past, 
the publicity of the department will 
now be designed to Induce the prac- 
tical farmer with means to come to 
buy land, rather than to attract the 
homesteader, Mr, Walker proposes 
to call a conference at some central 
point in the province to deyise means 
of bringing the farmer wishing to 
buy land into touch with the man 
having idle land to sell, The co-op- 
eration of this board of trade was 
| promised 
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Editorial Association-— 
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J. Bruce Walker also solicited the co- 
operation of the board of trade in 
reference to a large party from the 
National Editorial Association of the 
United States, who will tour the west- 
ern provinces in August as the guests 
of the Dominion government, This 
party will comprise 225 individuals 
and will consist of editors and memb- 
ers of their families, representing 
papers published in the States of Ne- 
braska, Iowa, Indiana, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Montana, North and South 
Dakota, Minnesota and Michigan, The 
project will unquestionably result in 
the most valuable publicity that has 
ever been given to Western Canada. 
Besides the articies which will be con- 
tributed to thelr own papers by these 
editors, the party will be accompan- 
fed by special correspondents who 
will send stories every day to syndi- 
cate papers; and it has also been ar- 
ranged that these stories will appear 
in some 8,000 country papers using 
what is known as ‘patent insides’ pub- 
lished ‘throughout the States men- 
tioned, 

“Mr, Walker received assurance of 
the hearty co-operation of this board 
of trade, and was advised that Ed- 
monton would fittingly receive and 
entertain the editorial party while 
here, The party will arrive early on 
the morning of Saturday August 2nd, 
and will lsave late that evening. Your 
council instructed a committee con- 
sisting of the chairmen of the recep- 
tion and publicity committees, and 
the president, to approach the mayor 
and council to request a grant towards 
the cost of entertaining this party; 
and also to interview the premier and 
minister of agriculture with a view 
to securing the interest and co-opera- 
tion of the provincial government.”

Summary of New Acts and 
Amendments Placed on the 
Statute Books of the Pro- 
vince During Session of 
the Provincial Parliament 


Which Closed Few Days 
Ago. 


The second sesston of the fourth 
leg:siature of the Province of Alberta 
opened on February 4th, and after al- 
most continuous daily sittings clesed 
on April 17th, 

Among the fifty odd public bills 
passed are some of an outstanding 
constructive nature, This feature 
applies particularly to the act relat- 
ing to municipal affairs and health, 

The importnat question of « supply 


of seed grain was met early tn the | 
Session by the re-enactments of the | 
acts of 1918, under which residents 


in municipal districts could get seed, 
and this year feed was added, through 
the municipal council, and by resi- 
denta outside of municipal districts 
through the department of agricul- 
ture. These methods were augmented 
by a new act providing that loan com- 
panies and other mortgagees might | 
advance moneys for seed grain and 
feed to their borrowers and charge

Municipal dis- 
tricts are to levy and collect the wild 
lands tax, the educational tax, the 
municipal hall insurance tax, and the 
municipal hospitals tax, on a oom- 
mission basis. In order to give more 
attention to health matters and to 
have direct responsibility a depart- 
ment of public health hus been es- | 
tablished and its aiiministration

The Arrears of Taxes Act—Lends a 
helping hand to many owners who 
‘were likely to lose their lands on ac- 
count of being unable to pay the ac- 
cumulated back taxes, The act prac- 
tically consolidates all arrears of tax- 
es and penalties at the 3iat of De- 
cember, 1918, and provides that any 
owner of Jands in arrears where the 
title has net been transferred shall 
be allowed to pay said arrears In eight 
equalized consecutive anual inetal- 
ments of blended principal and in- 
terest, payable at the same time as 
the current year’s taxes, the first in- 
étalment to be paid in 1921, 

An Act to Amel,orate che Finansial 
Conditions of Municipalities—Pro- 
vides that at the request of any mun- 
icipality or of the holders of one- 
quarter in value of the bonded in- 
debtedness, the government may ap- 
point a commission of one or more to 
investigate the financial affairs of the 
municipality, consult the parties in- 
terested and recommend’ a scheme 
whereby payment of liabilities may 
be extended in whole or in part, or 
the accumulation of a sinking fund 
be postponed or reduced for a limited 
time, or debentures renewed or con- 
verted, or labilities consolidated and 
mew debentures issued therefor, the 
recommendation to become effective 
and binding upon the municipality 
and upon all persons interested upon 
obtaining the consent of holders. of 
three-fifths in value of the amount of 
the bonded indebtedness, and upon 
approval of the Meutenant-governor- 
in-council, 

An Act Respecting Sub-Divisions 
and Other Property—Gives an ap- 
pointed commission power, at the re- 
quest of any owner of lots in a aub- 
division, to investigate the basis of 
assessment and taxation, the value of 
the land, the expenditure for its bene- 
fit, whether {t was taken into the 
municipality with or against the de- 
sire of the then owner, and to recom- 
mend a reduction in the amount of 
arrears, the payment by instalments 
and adjustment of debenture tndebt- 
edness as may be thought proper; 
at the request of the owners of

registration, such recommendation to 
become effective and binding upon 
approval by the leutenant-governor- 
in council. 

The trend of amendments to acts 
relating to assessment and colbeo- 
tion of taxes ig to angess by value 
rather than by acreage, and to have 
the work done by municipal district | 
councils for organized territory, pay- 
fps & commission for collection, and 
y the department of Municipal Af- 
faire for unorganized territory, 

Provision 1s made for the equaliz- 
ation of assessments for provincial 
purposes by a tax commissioner, 

An Act to Provide for the Recovery 
of Taxes—Is entirely new and sets 
out the procedure for tax sales, be- 
ginning with the year 1920. Lands in 
arrears after tho first day of July un- 
less otherwise legally provided for, 
as in the case of consolidated ar- 
rears, are liable for sale annually, not 
later than the 16th day of November. 

Lands may be redeemed within one 
year of the date of sale on payment 
to the treasurer of amount due, with 
penalties and costs, Within thirty 
days after the time for redemption is 
up the treasurer has to send a notice 


placed under ihe mliisier of munici- 
pal affairs, who is also minister of 
health.

Upon passing an examination on 4 | 
special course of study, given in con- 
nection with the university, nurses 
shall be entitled to a diploma and be 
qualified to inspect the children tn 
schools. Trustees are empowered to 
employ such a nurse to inspect 
school children and to interview the 
parents regarding any defect or ail- 
ment found and it shall be the duty 
of the parent or guardian to provide 
such treatment as the facts and cir- 
cumstances demand, on a penalty of a 
fine for refusal or neglect. Any nurse 
who has taken a course in obstetrics

The ordinary grants are consider- 
ably increased, and many special 
grants for new schools, advanced 
work, equipment for community work, 
conveyance of pupils, libraries, school

Poisons shall! not be set out south of
